THE OTHER DAY 


A sociologist ‘was talking 
about disciplining children, 
and the importance of striking 
a happy balance in hand]ing 
children. 

Obviously it is a most im- 
portant subject to parents, 
and like so many other things, 
we’ ve got to find the happy 
medium if we are going to do 
it right. 

Too much or too severe dis- 
sipline is definitely bad, but 
too little or none at all is 
even worse from the sociolo- 
gist’s point of view. When 
parents go soft hearted in 
handling kids, the sociologist 
says they do them irreparable 
ham, not just more harm than 
good. The dictionary gives 
this definition of discipline: 
‘Training which corrects, 
molds, strengthens, or per- 
fects,’ and we suppose none of 
us would want chiJdren to go 
without such proper training, 
but atlas, quite a bit of 
severity must be used to make 
such training effective. It is 
Just young human nature not to 
understand this, and therefore 
to resist to the fullest. 

To clinch his point, the 
sociologist says, he has never 
heard of an adult thanking his 
parents for a lack of disci- 
pline in his youth, but many a 
happy person thanks his par- 
ents for starting him off 
right with a well disciplined 
childhood.
